Under  tlic  licad  oi'  I'liilolo'.'y  he  •.'.'ivc  a  hricracconnt  ol'soinc  of  tin'  pi'iailiarillcs  of  the  lialian  lan'^Miirj'c's,  wiili  L'cncral  directions  lor  the  ln'st  niclliods 
of  col leetinir certain  words:  a  Niniple  and  practical  aiphahel;  and  a  i-oniparatlve  voeahnlary  In  Kniriisli,  Spanlsii.  Kri'nch.  and  t.atlii.  This  vocahnlary 
conlains '.ill  words.  The  wlniU' was  lollowed  hy  .VppendiN  .\,  "  l'liysie:il  character  of  the  Indian  races,  '  with  a  talail.'ited  statenn>nt  on  pnrtienlnrs  of 
Inquiry,  and  .\ppendlx  1!,  "Numeral  S.v.sfems."  The  jiaper  was  dlstrihnt<'il  widely  anion'r  the  missionaries,  riidlan  afrents,  travelers,  and  local 
collectors  In  Kthnolony,  and  lias  served  a  valnnhle  purpose,  rosnltinff  In  tiio  collections,  hy  various  piTsons,  of  a  iarirc  nuniher  of  vocahnlarles  coin- 
prlslnj;  all  «r  nearly  ail  of  the  lunifUaL'-es  and  dialects  of  the  rndian  trihes  of  the  t'nlted  Shitns  and  many  in  nrltish  America  anil  Mexico.  It  served 
also  I.)  direct  inquiry  in  the  several  hranehes  of  Kthnoprapliy,  of  which  it  tree's,  vesnitin!,'  In  the  collection  of  many  valuahle  notes  and  minor  papers 
on  this  snhjei't.  It  has  also  led  to  the  coUei'tlon  of  a  itreat  rnan.v  articles  illnstral  iUL'  the  Indietrles,  arts,  means  of  suhsislenef,  iVc,  found  anion!;  tho 
Indian  Irihcs.  II  has  in  fact  t'reatiy  sliniulaied  iiives|i^r;,ti,„i,  !.;ivinsr  wiser  direcllon  to  imiuiry,  and  the  results  have  ahnndaiitly  provcil  the  value  of 
the  "  Instructions"  ami  the  wisdom  of  lis  puhiicalion  ;  and  it  serves  to  mark  an  epoch  In  the  history  of  etliinwaphic  investiualii  ii  In  .Xmerlca.  The 
material  which  has  thus  heeii  acciniulaled  is  of  irreat  anmunt.  and  its  study  has  lei'  to  such  important  conclusions  that  it  is  deeini  d  wise  to  prepare 
a  ni'w  system  of  inslruclion.  more  comprehensive  in  plan  and  more  elaliorate  In  ilelail.     I'Mrst,  it  is  found  necessary  to  eniarjje  ll'e  alidiahet  so  as  to 

include  a  Ki'eater  numlier  of  sounds,  which  havti  iieen  discovered  in  the  N'orlh  American  lansruinres.  and  to  marit  oil letters  with  !.'reat'>r  precision. 

Second,  it  Is  necessary  to  enliii-iic  the  voenhulary  ho  as  to  modily  it  somewiial,  as  experience  has  diciated,  so  lliat  new  words  nia.v  he  collecleil.  Tliird. 
it  Is  deslrahie  lliat  many  simple  plira.ses  and  sentences  sliould  he  L'iven-so  cliosen  as  to  hriu',;  out  tin!  more  Important  characteristics  of  urammatlo 
structure. 

In  Mythoioiiy  so  much  has  already  heim  done  tiiat  II  is  possihie  to  eoiistrucl  an  oulline  of  Xortli  Ainerlcan  niytholo!.'y  and  to  aive  many  of  Its 
importani  characleristics,  .Mueii  liii-s  also  heeii  dis<:overed  in  the  social  and  lioveruniontal  or.;anizaIiou  of  the  Indian  trihes.  Tills  hrancli  of  Inves- 
tiKUtiou  lia.'i  hceii  carried  on  to  sueli  an  extent  that  many  inlerestinn  conclusions  have  lieen  re.udn'd,  especially  l;y  .Mr.  f.Kwcs  If,  Mi>itf;.\y,  and  the 
Kuh.ject  has  heen  placed  on  a  new  and  scieiititlc  hasis.  In  liiie  manner  an  advareeil  stasre  of  study  has  heeii  reached  in  all  tiie  other  hranehej-  of 
etliiio«raiililc  iiivestiiialion,  and  Ihal  proper  advancement  may  he  made  in  tiie  fuliirc,  hy  takiiii;  adviinuisse  of  what  has  heen  done  in  the  past,  it  is 
proposed  to  imhlisli  a  "  Maiinal  of  Xorth  American  Ktliiioj;rapliy,"  wliluli  will  <-'ive  a  lirief  outline  of  llie  snbjecl  In  its  several  departments,  with 
Instrnelions  am',  hiiils  to  the  slndenl. 

The  present  paper  is  to  he  one  of  tlie  chapters  in  this  manual.  In  Us  preparation,  the  al|ihahel  was  con-.idcreil  to  he  of  prime  ini)'oi'laiice,  .M'ter 
devotiiifr  much  lime  to  the  consideration  of  the  suh.iect,  and  the  examination  of  many  aliihahcis  devised  liy  .selioiai'.s  and  linnuisls,  none  was  found 
against  which  lliere  was  not  serious  ohji'ct Ions,  and  the  author  attempted  to  devise  an  aiphahel  whicli  would  eontaiii  all  the  supposed  requlreiuents  ; 
hut,  there  were  many  dlfflculties  In  the  way,  and  many  compromises  to  lie  made  iii  wei^liln!,'  the  various  considerations,  ,Vt  this  stai^e  of  the  work 
he  applied  to  the  eminent  philoloKlst,  Pi'ofossor  \V.  D.  \VmrN-|';Y,  for  usslstiincc.  .Vl'ter  inpcii  consultutlon  and  tlie  weljrhlnii,'  of  the  many  eonslder- 
ntioiis  arislnsr  from  the  large  amount  of  manuscript  material  In  the  authors  hands,  Professor  Wm  r.vi'iv  kindly  prepared  the  followlnu  paper

Ill  dealluKwith  a  new  Indian  limguiiKc  In  apnictlcal  way,  oneof  tho  tlrst  thinsa  to  ho  done  will  naturnlly  bo  to  rtPtermlne  how  It  shall  be 
written  down;  what  sounds  it  has,  and  what  cliaractors  BhiiU  l>e  used  to  represent  them. 

This  Is  hy  no  lupans  an  easy  matter.  It  is  always  hard  to  understand  the  sounds  of  an  unfamiliar  lauLOiau'C  so  thorouahiy  as  to  he  able  to  repro- 
duce them  Willi  accuracy.    Moreover,  no  two  languaKes  are  made  up  of  precisely  the  same  sounds.    F.very  Indian  touifue  will  he  found  to  contain

A  i[roup  of  i'«latW«<t,  trHClng  a  ooqnmou  lineage  to  aouie  remote  ancoHtor,  cunHtUiiteg  a  body  kpowu  to  while  men  as  a  genu  or  cUm).  There  1» 
usually  u  term  HliKiiirylng  flr<>n*,  or  fkmlly  In  this  large  seosa.  There  is  also  a  proper  iiume  for  each  gem.  SomellmeH  the  people  of  two  or  more  getitet 
dull  ouch  other  brothers,  and  this  conslUutes  a  phrotry. 

It  U  often  diai'-ult  to  discover  a  common  noun  signifying  geiu,  or  family  In  this  peculiar  sense;  whllp  on  the  other  hand,  It  Is  sometimes  dlfflcult 
to  disuovcr  the  proper  name  of  the  gena:  perhaps  such  proper  uami'st  are  nut  always  given.  With  Indians  ^killed  In  pleture-wrlttng,  the  umhluui  of  the 
gtnlite  name,  that  is,  the  lulem,  Is  usually  palntei  >r  carved  on  many  valuable  urticles  of  jiroperty,  and  is  often  insurlbed  on  document,  such  as  mcs- 
Hages,  treaties,  Ac.   The  f/euteir  are  frequently  given  the  names  of  animals. 

The  geiu  Is  the  grand  unit  of  social  organization,  and  for  many  purposes  Is  the  basis  of  goverumenttU  organization,  as  many  rigUlK  tuul  dutleii 
Inhere  In  it,  T'le  ynlile  organization  is  very  widely  spread,  and  may  be  universal.  It  ha.s  often  been  overlooked,  oven  by  those  wqll  aoqualnted  wi;  ii 
the  Indians,  fruni  the  fac  tliat  some  tribes  elllicr  luvvc  no  proper  names  for  the  i/vnli^i,  or  el.sc  scrupulously  concoiil  them. 

It  Is  the  right  and  duty  of  the  geim  to  avenge  the  death  of,  and  personal  Injuries  to,  anj-  of  Us  members;  ami  again,  a  miiu  may  not  many  in  his 
gens,  Tlu'se  two  lines  of  iiuiulry  will  aencniily  li'iid  to  llio  disi:i)Vi'ry  of  tile  ,(/"/i.»,  am!  the  words  called  for  lielow.  The  subject  is  worthy  of  t.horouuh 
Lnvastigation.

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V.-GOVERNMENTAL  ORGANIZATIOX. 

UsuiiUy  n  sniiill  luiiiilxT  of  persons  are  orgaiilneil  iimler  ;>ne  elilef,  iind  claim  some  small  Iraet  of  tfroiiiul  as  their  home,  ami  Ireqiiently  take  the 
name  of  such  counfrj-;  as  the  KuMmlMts,  riving  on  thi?  Kaf-bab,  a  great  plratcan  of  northern  Arizona.  This  Is  the  unit  of  govornmentnl  organUatlon, 
and  Is  by  some  authors  called  a  tribe,  by  others  a  band,  and  by  still  others  a  chieftaincy.    Let  us  call  It  a  chleftnlney. 

Willie  the  proper  name  of  the  elilelUilney  Is  the  name  of  the  country  which  It  inhabits,  and  Is  the  title-deed  to  ltd  home,  mnny  soObTlqUets  are 
used,  as  we  call  an  IlUnolan  a  'sucker,"  or  an  Ohioan  a  "buckeye;"  thus  soubrlfiuels  are  given  Indicating  pecullnrldes  of  the  people,  and  often 
relating  to  their  food,  as  dog  eaters,  ncorn  eaters,  lish  eaters,  Ac.  Sometimes  other  peculiarities  are  indlciited,  as  white  knives,  rcwl  knives,  &c  The 
range  of  these  terms  Is  often  very  Indetlnlte;  the  people  of  many  chleftAlncles  may  he  known  as  "flsh  caters,"  or  as  "  white  knives; "  ngnl'l  a  chieftaincy 
or  large  wroup  of  people  may  have  a  soubriquet  given  them  by  tribes  on  one  side,  and  another  given  them  by  tribes  elsewhere,  irsnally  the  names  by 
w^hleh  the  Indians  have  been  knowp  to  the  white  men  are  corrupted  soubriquets.  Much  dlffleulty  will  usually  be  ftmnd  In  obtaining  the  true  oa 
Innif-nnme  of  the  chieftaincy  from  the  fear  that  It  may  be  used  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  people  through  Tnetho<ls  of  sorcery.  Where  the  Indians 
have  been  dr'ven  away  from  their  ancient  homes  and  this  organization  broker,  up,  these  mimes  rapidly  become  obsolete;  but  they  should  be 
obtalne<l  when  possible.  The  names  by  which  they  designate  other  chieftaincies  should  also  be  noted.  The  ctileftalney  as  above  described  Is  the  unit 
of  governmental  organization. 

Two  or  nuM-e  elileftalneles  speaking  the  same  language  or  sll'-'htly  varying  dialects  are  often  organized  in  one  body— sometimes  called  n  confbde- 
racy,  somellmes  a  IrlUu.  Let  us  call  It  a  uonfuderacy.  (Jiten  two  or  more  suish  confederacies  are  temporarily,  or  more  permanently,  united  In  a  gruud 
alllanee,  called  by  soini-  anthcjr.-  a  confederacy,  by  others  a  nation,  and  l>y  still  others  a  league.  Let  us  call  it  a  league.  Such  a  league  may  be  com- 
posed of  people  speakJug  different  lan;:uages.  In  soineof  tlie  greater  {•onfedcracies,  or  leagues  of  long  sUinilinu,  the  organization  by  chieftaincies 
appears  to  have  been  i.,st ;  at  any  rjite  this  seems  to  la'  the  case  with  the  league  of  the  Inxiuols;  but  traces  of  the  chieftaincy  organization  remain  In 
the  great  league  of  the  liakoias.    The  boiuidury-llne  between  confederacy  and  league  cannot  be  dctlnltcly  drawn. 

It  has  freiiuently  hem  found  inipossible  to  obtain  the  comnuin  name  for  the  I'hieftalncy,  confederacy,  or  league;  on  the  other  hand,  the  common 
namt.'s  are  somellmes  I'cadiiy  fonnil,  while  llie  jn'oper  names  are  not  easily  discovered. 

The  j.nipcr  naiueora  league  Is  often  a  word  directly  sii;nliyi  ok  (ir  symbolizing  "bande<I  together, '  and  thus  the  proper  and  eommon  name  maybe 
oueand  tliesann'.  The  remarks  aliove  concerninir  tlie  sonbriiiiiets  of  chieftaijicici  apply  with  still  s:rcatcr  force  lo  confeilerai'lcs  and  leagues,  and  a 
multiiiliclfy  I'l'sticli  (crnis  may  be  found  among  the  surrounding  tribes,  and  all  r(M'ogni/,c<l  by  the  tribe  to  whii'h  they  areapplled. 

Indian  |iciiplc  usually  have  a  woi-d  si;;nifyiug  "one  ofns,"  and  in  tlie  .•.dii'ilule  below  the  Ii'rni  tndiiiii  is  alvcn  as  its  nearest  synonym.  The  term 
is  used  liidislinguis;i  the  Indians  from  the  tribes  of  anima!sand  mytholoifii'ai  persons  recosrnizeil  by  them,  .\mjther  Is  used  to  designate  uhitemen. 
.\mom.'  the  scaithwestrM'i  tribes  two  such  terms  are  used,  one  denoting  those  wlio  came  from  tin'  south,  chietly  Spaniards;  the  other  denoting  those 
who  came  from  the  east.

Some  of  the  Indians  have  nature-goda,  i.  e.  •  god  of  the  east,  a  god  of  the  wes!-,  a  god  of  tlie  north,  and  »  god  of  theftoutli;  a  god  of  rain,  a  god  of 
thunder,  the  sun,  moon,  Btarg.  Ac.  As  stated  elsewhere,  the  greater  number  of  their  gods  arc  animals— the  progenitors  or  prototypes  of  the  present 
species.  They  also  have  dalmon  gods,  (.  e.  the  gods  or  presiding  spirits  of  rivers,  lakes,  springs,  mountains  eorn,  beans,  Ac.  Many  hero-g<xls  are 
worshiped— wonderful  people  of  the  long  ago.    The  names  of  all  such  go<ls  should  be  dlseovercd  and  recorded  when  jMMislblo. 

On  imiulrlngof  the  Indians  about  their  gods  the  term  "god"  should  not  bo  used,  tor  by  this  they  understmd  the  God  of  the  white  man.  Their 
generic  or  class-name  for  god  Is  often  a  term  signifying  "  the  ancients"— those  who  lived  loii'.'  ago,  or  some  e(iu.  valent  expression.  Inquire  then  for 
wonderful  ancient  people,  wonderftil  ancient  animals;  the  first  people,  the  first  animals.  The  student  of  Indirn  languages  can  do  royal  service  to 
ethnology  by  stopping  now  and  then  In  his  linguistic  work  to  record  the  Interesting  stories  which  the  more  Intelligent  Indians  may  l>e  Induced  to 
relate  concerning  the  wonderful  personages  of  their  mythology.  Nor  should  these  stories  l)e  neglected  because  of  their  simplicity.  Inconsistency,  or 
vulgarity. 

Indian  dances  are  generally  of  a  religious  haracter,  and,  with  their  names,  a  brief  description  should  be  given.  A  blank  Is  left  below  for  the 
names  of  gods,  dances,  songs,  Ac.

(Generally  eueh 
verh  will  lie  rc'presented  liv  a  '^'reat  nnmlier  of  word-;  for  e.xaniiiti ,  tiu'  verh  "lo  ko"  may  he  represented  li.v  one  word  sinnifylni;  to  i£o  lionie.  another 
to  j,'oaway  from  lioiue;  one  to  k"  '""  place  other  t'.ian  home,  anollier  lo^jolroni  a  place  other  tlnin  iioine;  one  to  go  from  ihis  place,  witlanit  reference 
lo  honw;  o:k-  to  '.'o  up,  to  ascend,  another  to  '^i>  dowii.  to  descend;  one  to  );o  around,  and  pi'rhaps  there  will  lie  a  verb  to  t;o  np  a  hill,  anotlier  to  i/o  up 
a  valle.v,  another  to  sro  up  a  river,  >.Vc. 

Purpo'-e  ma.\  be  expressed  in  the  vi-rii,  as  tti  fro  on  a  visit,  to  yo  tor  water,  Ac.,  and  tiie  manner  ina,\'  also  lie  i-xjiresseii,  as  to  tro  on  loot,  to  go  on 
horseliaek.  to  go  in  a  canoe,  .vc.  Distincl  wonls  may  he  used  lor  eacii  of  these  purposes,  or  a  fewer  iiinnlier  used,  and  these  varied  by  incorporated 
jiarticks.  In  like  nianner  111  ■  Knglish  verb  to  lireni;  ina.v  lie  represented  by  several  words,  each  of  wlilch  will  indicate  the  manner  of  jierforiiilnff  the 
act.  (  r  tile  instrmneiit  wit  li  which  11  is  done.  Histii.et  words  may  lie  used,  or  a  coniinon  word  varied  with  incorporated  particle,-.  'I'lie  verb  "lo  strike," 
\(-iiicli  appears  so  oiteii  in  tlieselieduie,  may  be  represeiiled  in  several  wi  fds.  as  a  word  slmii  lying  to  strike  wilii  i  lie  list,  tosirike  witii  a  elub,  it'ieiuh,! 
to  strike  witii  the  oiu-n  hiijid.  'to  slap.  ■  to  strike  wi/n  a  whip,  (to  wliip.l  to  strike  wllii  a  switch,  (to  switcii.i  lo  sirike  with  a  Hal  instrument,  (to  puddle,) 
Ac,  J;c.,  but  there  uiiiy  he  no  word  wliich  signltles  lo  strike  in  general. 

In  tie  plirases  and  sentences  given  above  only  tlie  present,  past,  and  future  tenses  are  calli'd  for.  In  .some  ianunages  there  are  elaliorale  systiins 
of  '.eiisifs,  denoted  liy  Inlleclions;  in  others  tlie  tense-.system,  as  denoted  liy  inllections,  is  simple;  and  inori'  eomiilex  tense  distinctions  are  given  by 
the  Use  of  adverbs. 

There  are  uliou;  five  luunired  Indian  languai^es  spokiMi  in  the  rnited  .-states,  but  only  a  few  nf  tliciii  have  been  carcfnll.v  studied,  and  il  is  no 
easy  l.isic  to  give  all  the  eliaracteristies  even  of  tlicse  languages  which  are  known  ;  lint  certain  general  facts  will  be  observed  In  all,  luimely ; 

The  parts  of  speech  are  nieagerly  ditVerentiaed— tiiat  is,  ■ue  word  may  contain  witliin  Itself  t«ii,  tiiree,  or  more  parts  of  speecli.  .V  noun  with 
its  'lUaliflcaTlons  and  limitations  ma.v  form  hut  one  word;  an  .  liie  verii  wiih  iis  ijualilieatioiis  and  limitations,  with  its  suiijeet,  and  witii  its  lilreei 
and  inillrect  object,  may  be  but  one  word.  Words  may  be  used  now  as  one  part  of  spi'cch,  then  as  a  lolher.  ,\d.|ectlves  may  be  declined  as  ad.|ei.'tives 
or  eon.juguled  a-  verbs. 

liy  t!.e  n~e  of  all  the  other  |iarl~  ot  spei  eh  :  -  verlis  the  copula,  or  iiredicant,  exiuessed  ill  Eii-'li»h  by  the  verb  "to  be,"  iK.'ome-  nnnecess.iry, 
and  --ucli  verbs  are  nol  found. 

Incorporated  particles  are  used  to  a  great  extent  font  variety  of  purjio-ses,  and  especial  l,v  incorporated  pronouns,  tlie  latter  giving  to  many  of  the 
laiiifuaves  winit  iias  been  known  as  a  system  of  "traiisilions."  Tliese  particles  iioint  .ml  Willi  speeiei  care  the  jierson  and  number  iind  other  class 
pei-nllarltles  of  lioih  the  sHiij.-cl  and  object. 

.\s  an  Indian  word  may  be  exceedingly  coiiipi.N  or  synllietic,  containiiii:  in  itself  many  iiarls  ol  speecli,  when  new  Ideas  are  lo  In-  expri'ss-'rl  and 
hence  new  words  coined,  tliese  new  words  may  contain  inaii.v  eii'inents,  so  liiiit  often  '.iieir  words  seeni  to  be  excessivi-ly  eonipounded.  'i'lie  eireum- 
stnuees  under  whic'h  we  study  Indian  laii:.'n':igessei've  to  exaitgerale  tills  cliiiraelerislic.  Willi  theadveni  of  civilized  people  a  mom.'  tiieiii  new  objects 
were  seen,  new  ideas  and  tiio>uht.s  Were  enleriaiia  d,  and  new  words  needed  lor  th  ir  exiiression.  Such  new  words  are  often  loniul  to  be  elaboratel.v 
compounded,  .\jain,  tlie  ini-sionaries  or  leacliers  i  nioiia:  I  lie  Indians,  liavini;  lo  convey  to  tiiein  Idi  as  and  tl'onghts  new  lo  the  Indian  mind,  and  for 
the  expre— ion  o:  ■  hlcli  the  Indians  iiad  no  adei|Uate  words,  were  conipelled  lo  coin  sncli  words,  so  llial  in  many  Indian  lainrua'.'es  tliere  are  wonis 
which  iiave  bcei;  iiiirodueed  inioin:  tiieni  b.\'  missionaries  or  teaciiers  i-oined  from  pre-exist  i  in:  \\ords,  and  these  also  are  often  elaboraiely  compounded. 
•Such  facts  led  the  earlier  si ud.'iils  of  Indian  laimnages  lo  classify  tiiem  as  distinct  from  all  others,  ami  they  were  calleii  miifliitiinilfil. 

•Still  another  eharaeteri-lic  inns  I  be  mentioned.  Indian  languages  are  elaborateiy  in  licet  ed.  N'ouns,  adjectives,  and  adverbs  are  declined,  verbs 
are  eoiijus!. lied,  and  when  dil:erenl  jiarts  of  speecli  enter  Into  one  word  the  dill'erent  meliiods  of  Inllectlon  belonglmr  to  each  apiiear  in  tin-  single 
locution. 

Indian  :(,n^.nages  linn  are  excessi\-el,\'  s;.  ntiiellc.  excessivi'i.v  compouniU-d.  excesslvel.\'  inllecli'd.  nian.v  Incorpoi'atcd  pjirtieles  are  used,  and  there 
is  no  verli  u«ed  Hs  n  copula;  all  of  wliicli  simply  means  that  the  parts  ol  speecli  are  very  iiiiperfeirtly  ilill'erenti.ited.  In  lliise  characicrislics  they 
ditler  not  In  kind,  but  onl.v  li;  degree,  from  the  Ind  i-Knropean  tongues.
